Let osalfo note the wonderfall workes of God in thofe Cosn- 
tries, and his great mercy thereby foewed to the Indians, who 
by their continual conuer(ation with Chriftians, are redi- 
ced from their abhominable life and cruell manners, to the 
knowledge of God, asdtheir former infidelity, and to the frui-. 
tion of the holy Ghoft in Baptifme ; for in allthofe great Pro-~ 
winces conquered in New Spaine,the people are generaly con- 
uertedto Chriftianity : for about theycere of our Lord \ 524. 
there went diuerslearnca men into thofe parts, who by lear-

was in great danger to be caft away, bur it pleafed God

Then holding on ourcourfe, the feuenth day wee 
fell with legranzaand Lancerote, two Iflandsof the 
Canaries : wee ftoode in with Alegranza and came to 
sie aiue a anchoronthe South-weft fide thereof; thateuening 
CLT aR AA. e r. MG akobts eS 
and thenext days landed my company to exercife 
their limbs on fhoare: inthis Ifland we found. a0 in- 
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eA voiage of difcouerieto Guiana, 3 
habitants , nor frefh-water , neither fruitfall tree, 
plant, herbe, grafle, nor any thing growing that was 
good,orely an abundance of vnwholfome Sea-foule, 
which after one meale were vnfauory & diftafteful,&a 
few wilde Capritos,or wilde Goats,which the craggy 
rocks defended fr6 our hands, and hungry mouthes. 
“sD heeighth of Aprillwe departed from dlegranza, 
and directed our courte for Texcrife,another of the [-Tevers 
(lands. Theeleuenth day I fent the Pinneffejand the 
Shalloppe to water at the calmes, and there to attend 
my-comming . bucwithmy Shippe I held my cou rfc 
for Ovotane,atowne onthe other fide of the Ifland, in 

_ hope ro get fome wine amongft the Merchants there 5 
butnot being able (by reafon of acontrary winde ) to 
double Panta de Wega, weealtered our courfe from 
wine toowater) Arid the twelfth day wee Pafled by 
Santa Cruc,and watered that eucning at the Calmes.
